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REVIEW OF RETAIL TRADE DURING 1950-51 


ETAIL SALES during February 1950-January 1951 by the 

Board of Trade sample of large-scale organizations were 

10 per cent. higher than in the preceding trading year, food 
and non-food goods sharing alike in the generally higher level of 
trade. The rate of expansion in turnover in non-food merchandise 
(10 per cent.) was only slightly less than in 1949/50, while food sales 
showed a rather greater increase. 

One of the important features of the trading year’s figures was 
the continuation of the tendency shown since the end of the war 
for multiple shops to increase their share of retail trade at the 
expense mainly of department stores, which in the first place was 
a regaining of ground lost during the period of severe rationing. 
The disparity was even more marked during 1950/51 than in 
earlier years, and in order to emphasize the different movements 
for each type of outlet and give more data for the interpretation 
of the sales movements for the sample as a whole, separate index 
numbers have been published for each group of shops. Charts on 
pages 681-6 show the trends, with seasonal and irregular movements 
eliminated, in sales of clothing and household goods from 1947-1950. 
It will be seen that the gains in multiple shops are very striking in 
both clothing categories, and there has been a more gradual widening 
of the gap between co-operative societies and department stores. 
In household goods, however, co-operative societies have con- 
sistently shown the greatest increase in sales, and though in 1949/50 
multiple shops were relatively least successful their sales rose 
more rapidly in 1950 than those of the department stores. 

A chart also appears on page 680, showing the trend in sales of 
apparel, household goods and food and perishables by the sample 
as a whole. 

Some indication of the movements in volume is given by con- 
sidering the sales rises in relation to the Ministry of Labour Interim 
Index which showed a rise of 3 points in the average level of retail 
prices during February 1950-January 1951, compared with the 


previous trading year. Prices of food, including tobacco, had 
increased by about 7 per cent. and those of clothing and household 
goods by 2 per cent. and 5 per cent., respectively. The increase 
in food and tobacco prices as a whole was similar to the rise between 
1948/49 and 1949/50, but in the case of clothing and household 
goods it was much smaller. This rather points to a greater increase 
in the volume of non-food goods sold by large-scale retailers than 
took place a year earlier, while in the case of food, the rise in volume 
continued at much the same rate as a year earlier. 

The charts on page 679, which illustrate the quarterly movements, 
show that in non-food merchandise the rising trend of sales was 
more pronounced in the second half of the year. Sales in the 
third quarter were seasonally high as a result of autumn sales 
beginning in September—a month earlier than usual. Food and 
perishables followed generally the same pattern as in 1949/50, 
though sales in the third and fourth quarters showed less seasonal 
variation than in the two preceding years. 


Rise in Stocks 

Total stocks at the end of January were 6 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier, those of food and perishables which had not increased 
during 1949 rising by 18 per cent. and of non-food goods by 5 per 
cent. 

Stock figures are given only by some of the firms supplying sales 
statistics and they are consequently less reliable ; the sample in the 
case of foodstuffs, in particular, is rather unrepresentative. 

In the food and perishables group the increase in sales over the 
previous year showed very little fluctuation from month to month, 
but the stock comparisons were very variable and ranged from 
about the same level in February as in the previous year to an 
increase of 22 per cent. in December and 18 per cent. in January. 

Stocks of non-food merchandise were maintained at a higher 
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level throughout _the trading year, the increases compared with a 
year earlier being much greater in the earlier months than in the 
later months when sales were advancing more rapidly in 1950. 

Apparel stocks in January which are normally seasonally low 
at the end of the trading year, showed little change from the general 
level of January 1950. Those of women’s wear as a whole were 
unchanged over the year, increases of 23 per cent. and 8 per cent. 
respectively in stockings and socks and underwear offsetting falls 
in the other sub-categories. In the first few months of the year stocks 
of all the sub-categories of women’s wear were substantially higher 
than a year earlier, but less favourable comparisons were shown in 
later months for most items. Comparisons with 1948 show that 
these movements were redressing the reductions in stock caused by 
the ending of clothes rationing at the beginning of 1949. 

Stocks of men’s wear which had been higher than a year earlier 
in each month of the trading year showed a rise of 3 per cent. in 
January, despite the seasonally high sales in that month. Footwear 
stocks, which have been rapidly expanding since the beginning of 1948, 
showed some signs of stabilizing during the second half of 1950 ; 
seasonally higher sales in December and January resulted in a fall 
of 2 per cent. compared with the end of the previous trading year. 

Average apparel stocks in 1950 increased by 14 per cent. for 
both women’s and men’s wear, and 26 per cent. for footwear, compared

with 1949. Average sales, on the other hand, increased by 9, 16 and 
2 per cent., respectively, so that there was a considerable increase in 
stocks relative to sales for footwear, but some decreases for men’s 
wear. 

Stocks of household goods were at a generally higher level than 
in 1949/50, those of furniture and furnishings, where price rises have 
been considerably greater, being up by 15 per cent., and of hardware 
by 8 per cent. Stocks of chemists’ wares were up over the year by 
7 per cent., and those of sports and cycles by as much as 36 per cent. 
In the other categories, where sales have been declining, jewellery, 
leather and miscellaneous fancy goods was exceptional, with a slight 
rise in stocks of 4 per cent. Musical instruments and music showed a 
fall of 5 per cent., but stocks of books and stationery, which have 
shown variable movements during the year were at approximately 
the same level as in January 1950. 


Higher Apparel Sales 


‘Turnover in apparel was 10 per cent. higher i in value than during 
February 1949-January 1950, most of the increase occurring in the 
second half of the year when sales were stimulated by fears of shortages 
and increased prices. It s+ould be remembered that in the first two 
quarters, the comparison is with high sales in 1949, immediately 
following the end of clothes rationing. As in the two previous years, 
sales of men’s wear, which rose by 17 per cent. compared with 1949/50 
continued to expand to a greater extent'than those of women’s wear, 
which were higher by 10 per cent. Of the sub-categories, women’s 
underwear was outstanding with an increase in cumulative turnover 
of 23 per cent., the same as the rise which occurred in 1949 ; the only 
fall over the year (4 per cent.) was in respect of dress materials, sales 
of which were much higher during 1949 when freed from rationing, 
and fell last year. The expansion in sales of both outerwear and 
stockings and socks continued, but at a rather slower rate than 
in 1949 or 1948 ; the rise was 13 per cent. in each case. Sales of 
girls’ and children’s wear were higher by 10 per cent., and millinery 
by 5 per cent. 


Household Goods 


The increases in sales of household goods compared with 1949/50, 
which were greater than in the two preceding years, exceeded the 
rises for apparel, partly because of bigger price rises. Sales of 


furniture and furnishings were higher by 15 per cent. The increase

was distributed fairly evenly among the sub-categories, turnover in 
both furnishing fabrics and household textiles, and floor coverings, 
being up by about 16 per cent., and in furniture and bedding by 13 per 
cent. In all three cases, sales in each month of 1950/51 were higher 
than a year earlier. 

Sales of hardware, electrical and radio also showed a much greater 
expansion than in the two preceding years. The rise of 12 per cent. 
in combined sales, and of 9 per cent. in those of hardware only, sug- 
gests an even greater increase in sales of electrical goods and radios. 


Higher Food Sales 

Turnover in food and perishables was 11 per cent. higher in 
value than during the previous trading year. Advances in prices, 
which, according to the Ministry of Labour Interim Index, have 
zone up by 7 per cent., and the freeing of commodities from points 
rationing contributed mainly to the rise in the value of sales as a whole 
by retail shops. 

The index of sales of grocery, which is the most important category, 
rose by 15 per cent. compared with the average level of February 1949- 
January 1950. The quarterly figures showed some slight seasonal 
variations, but the higher level was maintained throughout the year. 
Similar movements were recorded in bakery sales, which also increased 
by 15 per cent. over the year. 

Sales of fresh meat were 23 per cent. higher than in the previous 
trading year. Changes in the ration are shown up by the quarterly 
figures where there are much bigger increases for the first two quarters 
due to the lower value of sales in 1949 before the ration was increased ; 
the reduction in December 1950 resulted in the fourth quarter sales 
being only 5 per cent. above those of a year earlier. There appears to 
have been an increase in sales of fish, poultry and game, after the 
reduction in the meat ration, but as sales had been previously much 
lower than in the preceding year, cumulative sales were down by 3 per 
cent. Turnover in sweets and chocolate rose by 24 per cent., but the 
movements in the other food categories were relatively small. Sales 
of fresh milk were 5 per cent. higher, while business in cafes and 
restaurants was down by 3 per cent. For tobacconists’ goods, and 
wines and spirits, little change from the level of sales in the previous 

rading year was reported.

Sales by Areas 


Sales in the London postal areas which have regained a considerable 
amount of ground during the past two years, showed only a slightly 
greater expansion compared with 1949/50 than those in the provinces; 
this appeared not only in sales of food and perishables. which are 
normally higher, but also in turnover in non-food goods ; the more 
favourable sales movements were mainly in household goods and 
chemists’ wares. 

The increases in total sales were approximately the same in most 
areas as a year earlier ; suburban London and the North East were 
exceptional in showing small increases. Within the total, however, 
there was a tendency towards a greater expansion in sales of food, with 
correspondingly smaller increases in those of non-food merchandise. 
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This was particularly marked in Scotland, the North East and Central 
and West End London, which had shown the smallest rises in food 
sales during the previous year. The general effect on the comparisons 
was more uniform increases in food and non-food goods within each 
area than in recent years. The only exceptions were in Scotland, 
where the rise in food sales during 1950/51 was almost double that 
of non-food goods, which was smaller than elsewhere, and in suburban 
London, where non-food sales continued to increase at a greater 
rate than those of food. Central London again showed the smallest 
rise in food sales, while suburban London experienced the biggest 
increases in sales of both categories. 

The table on page 681, which shows the changes during the year 
in sales in the London postal area compared with the rest of Great 
Britain, now incorporates for the first time figures relating to the three 
types of large-scale shops included in the sample. It will be seen 
that the greatest differences in sales movements were in department 
stores, their turnover in non-food merchandise in London rising

by almost twice as much as in the provinces, while food sales showed 
quite the reverse. Multiple shops and co-operative societies reported 
less disparity, the increases in total sales by the food and non-food 
departments of both shops being only slightly higher in London. 

Women’s and men’s wear were the only categories of non-food 
merchandise for which total sales rose more in the provinces than in 
London, and for which the comparison differed in relation to the 
different groups of shops. In the case of women’s and children’s 
wear, the multiple shops only showed a greater rise in the provinces, 
while the co-operative societies were exceptional in reporting a smaller 
increase in sales of men’s wear in London than in their provincial 
stores. Sales of chemists’ wares were predominantly higher if 
London in all three types of shops.

Sales of 
women’s wear showed the same expansion, 27 per cent., as in 1949/50, 
but the increase of 26 per cent. in sales of men’s wear was slightly 
less than a year earlier. Sales of both categories by co-operative 
societies were higher, by 10 per cent. and 12 per cent., respectively. 
Department stores showed even less favourable results in clothing 
sales compared with the other two large-scale groups than in recent 
years, turnover in women’s wear remaining at the same level, and 
that in men’s wear rising by only 5 per cent. over the year. The 
independent drapers and men’s wear shops fared much the same as 
the department stores, with no change in sales of women’s wear, and 
a rise of 7 per cent. in men’s wear. ‘The movements in footwear sales 
were very similar for all shops. 

In the furniture and furnishing departments of the large-scale 
shops the sales movements were closely related for all types of shops, 
the rise of 12 per cent. experienced by independent furniture dealers 
being only slightly less than the increase of 15 per cent. in sales by 
large-scale shops as a whole. Sales of hardware, electrical and radio 
were 16 per cent. higher this trading year than last in multiple shops 
but in department stores and independent shops turnover increased 
by only 6 per cent. and 3 per cent., respectively. Sales by the radio 
and electrical shops, within the total figure for independent shops, 
were 11 per cent. higher than in 1949/50. 

Multiple shops and co-operative societies contributed largely tothe 
increase in sales of chemists’ wares, their turnover being higher 
by 10 per cent. and 8 per cent., respectively, compared with increases

After compiling these statistics for many years the Bank of England 
requested the Board of Trade to take over the work from the receipt 
of returns for November 1947. Nearly all contributors have con- 
tinued to give the Board the same valuable co-operation. The value 
of sales reported in 1950/51 was £825 million, and represents roughly 
one-sixth of the total national sales of goods of the kinds which the 
sample effectively covers. (It largely excludes, for example, tobacco, 
coal, newspapers and drink.) The size of the sample induces confidence 
in the statistics although there is insufficient information about the 
retail trade to tell how it would compare with one drawn scientifically. 
When sufficient returns are received it is hoped further to extend 
the detail published and any retailers who would like to collaborate 
are invited to get into touch with one of the Trade Organizations 
who are responsible for issuing the schedules* or with the Statistics 
Division of the Board. 


Index Numbers and Adjustment of Figures 


Traders are asked to report figures for standard periods of the 
four or five weeks most nearly corresponding to the month under 
review, the previous month and the corresponding month a year ago ; 
these figures are then aggregated to give percentage changes. Retailers 
use a large variety of periods for their internal accounting, but the 
contributors report on their form the opening and closing dates of the 
periods they have used. Each individual return is adjusted in accord- 
ance with these dates to show figures corresponding to sales in the 
standard periods. 

Besides the percentage changes compared with a year earlier, 
index numbers are compiled so that comparisons can be made with 
other periods. ‘The method of constructing these was described in 
the Board of Trade Journal for July 16, 1949, when the base of the 
index numbers was changed from 1942 to 1947. In the same article 
there is also a full discussion of the sample and the scope of all the 
figures based on them.

British Standards Exhibition of 
Industrial Progress 


HIS YEAR the British Standards movement attains its Golden 

Jubilee, and as a part of the celebrations an exhibition, supported 
by practically the whole range of British industry, will be held at the 
Science Museum, South Kensington, London, during the two weeks 
beginning June 18. It will be opened by the President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson. 

As Britain was the first country to put industrial standardization 
on an organized basis nationally through the British Standards 
Institution, it is appropriate that the first exhibition devoted to this 
subject should be staged in London—and during the national Festival 
year. 

The benefits derived from standards, standardization and sim- 
plification will be presented, and each industry will show how standards 
have simplified production, reduced costs and maintained quality, 
and how, in turn, they have benefited the users of that industry's 
products. 

The exhibition will also show how research at one end of the 
production chain and quality control at the other are linked with 
and helped by standardization. Other special features will include 
apparatus used intesting for compliance with British Standards. 

Admission will be free, and opening hours will be 10 a.m.-7 p.m. 
each day (except Sunday), from June 18 to 28 inclusive.

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British Plastics Exhibition and 
Convention to be held in June 


THE British Plastics Exhibition and Convention are to be held at 

Olympia, London, from June 6 to 16. The exhibition will be 
the first trade show representing the whole industry. The main 
object is to promote a better understanding of plastics, their present 
wide uses and future possibilities. The organizers believe that the 
range of exhibits will surprise not only the general public (who are 
to be admitted in the afternoons only) but also many industrialists 
and engineers. 

There will be approximately 100 exhibitors, all of them British, 
and the stands will cover an area of 90,000 square feet. "The exhibits, 
restricted to products of the British Commonwealth, are to be in 
three main divisions—plastic materials, manufactured articles and 
plant and equipment, but there will also be a feature of special interest 
on the first floor of the hall. This will be called ‘‘ Plastics—Design 
and Use”’ and it is being organized with the co-operation of the 
British Plastics Federation and the Council of Industrial Design. 
It will consist of six main sections : Properties of plastics; processes ; 
applications; synthetic fibres and resin-treated textiles; a plastics 
“‘quiz’’; and information bureaux of the Council of Industrial 
Design and the British Plastics Federation. 

This special display will attempt two things. Its first object will 
be to show the man in the street what plastics are, how they are made, 
their special and distinctive properties and the part they play in the 
every-day life of the modern community. Emphasis throughout is 
on good design, and Stress is also laid on the importance of selecting 
the right plastics material for the job in hand, and the need for chogs- 
ing the most suitable fabricating method. In addition, the exhibit 
will show the manufacturers in other industries the various ways in 
which plastics materials and products can be used to the great advan- 
tages of their own products or processes. 

The sections showing applications will include many finished articles 
made from twelve principal types of plastics. Uses and applications 
will be illustrated in photographs and by low-relief models showing 
working scenes in modern industry and in the home. Attention is 
drawn to the fact that plastics are not substitute materials. The 
properties of plastics will be explained practically, laying emphasis 
on special features. Processing methods by which plastics raw 
materials are converted into finished products will be described with 
illustrative diagrams. A special feature of this exhibit will be a 
section dealing with synthetic fibres and resin-treated textiles. 
Besides illustrating nylon, Terylene and other man-made fibres ihe 
exhibit will show examples of the processing of ordinary textiles to 
produce special properties. 

Morning sessions of the Convention, to which the public will not 
be admitted, will be devoted to scientific and technical papers on 
subjects such as progress in materials, developments in plant and 
equipment and fabrication techniques. In the afternoons there will 
be papers of a more general kind, dealing with various applications 
of plastics—in the chemical and tex.ile industries, in building and 
architecture, in transport and i in packaging and medicine and surgery 
—and a ‘‘ Housewives’ Quiz.”’ 

Thus, both in the Exhibition and in the Convention, there will 
be interest for firms in the plastics industry itself, for other industries 
in which plastics are or could be used, and for the general public. 

The exhibition is being organized with the co-operation of the 
British Plastics Federation by British Plastics. 


Interim Retail Prices Index 


AT February 13 the official index figure*, which measures changes in 
the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 118, compared with 117 
at January 16. 

There were increases in the prices of a great many articles during 
the month under review, including some articles of food, coal and 
coke, many kinds of clothing, blankets and other household textiles, 
soap, and various household appliances.

Overseas Buyers Organizing 
Delegations to Visit 1951 B.LF. 


PECIAL PARTIES of overseas buyers are being organized to visit 

the 30th British Industries Fair, which is to be held simultaneously 
at Earls Court and Olympia in London and at Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham, from April 30 to May 11. 

Preliminary details have already been sent to B.I.F. Headquarters 
in London of buyer delegations from Hong Kong and Palestine. 
Notifications have also been received of proposed parties from Brazil, 
Norway and Switzerland, but no details are yet available. 

In the final stages are the plans for a group of 84 businessmen who 
will fly from Hong Kong on April 20 and 21 in two specially-chartered 
British Overseas Airways Corporation airliners. Flying via Rangoon, 
Karachi and Rome, the airliners will reach London on April 24 and 25 
respectively. 

This year’s trip is an effort to regain the commercial and industrial 
prosperity of Hong Kong which is said to be endangered by current 
political difficulties. Many members of the mission will extend their 
visit in order to seek new outlets for local products and new sources 
of raw materials in France, Belgium, Holland, Germany and Switzer- 
land. Others plan to visit the International Trade Fair in Toronto 
and to return home via the United States. 

Among the 84 members of Hong Kong’s B.I.F. delegation are 
representatives of companies manufacturing or dealing in textiles, 
clothing, paper and stationery, dyestuffs, beverages, chemicals and 
chemical preparations, enamelware, hardware, batteries, 
equipment and steel products. 

A B.LF. party of between 30 and 40 Arab businessmen from 
Palestine is being organized and hopes to arrive at the Fair on or 
about May 1. Business interests represented in this group cover a 
wide field of British industry. 


Visitors to Britain During Festival 


Year 


SIR Alexander Maxwell, Chairman of the British Travel and Holidays 
Association, has announced that the number of visitors from 
overseas during the first month of 1951 confirmed the Association’s 
view that tourist prospects for Festival year can now be cohsidered 
brighter than seemed possible a few weeks ago. 

Sir Alexander stated that although January is “ not an attractive 
tourist month,’’ 19,056 foreign visitors arrived in Britain. This, he 
said, was 3 per cent. more than in January 1950, and 1-6 per cent. 
more than the pre-war average for the month This was a modest 
increase, but it was of particular significance at a time when a falling-off 
in tourist traffic might have been expected owing to world unrest. 
It was particularly noteworthy that January arrivals included 3,195 
American visitors. This was 3-4 per cent. more than in January 1950. 

Sir Alexander stated that it is estimated that during January also, 
5,500 visitors arrived from Commonwealth and Empire countries, 
bringing the total of arrivals for the month to 24,536. It was interest- 
ing to note, he said, that 58 per cent. of January’ s American visitors 
came by air. 


Limited Imports of Piece-goods and Yarns 
from Japan, U.S.A. and Canada 


THE Board of Trade are prepared to consider applications for the 
import from Japan, United States and Canada of :— 

Cotton duck and cotton canvas. 

Cotton or rayon tyre cord or tyre fabric. 

Cotton drills for the manufacture of industrial overalls. 

Cotton yarns of counts 24s and below for essential home needs. 

Applications should be submitted to Board of Trade, Import 
Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, 
on Form L.L.D./A.—in the case of imports from Japan, not later 
than April 21, 1951. Separate applications should be made for 
imports from each country and for each of the above categories. 

It must be emphasized that as these imports are to be very limited, 
each application will be considered on its merits and it should be 
accompanied by a statement showing to whom the goods are to be 
supplied and the purpose for which the goods are to be used.

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Index Numbers of Import and Export Prices 


THE new series of index numbers of import and export prices 
weighted in accordance with the pattern of trade in 1950, is given 
below. These index numbers are designed to measure the change 
in prices from month to month of a fixed representative collection 
of imports and exports. The items selected and their weights in 
the index are revised annually and are based on the pattern of trade 
in the previous year—the latest calendar year for which figures are 
available, while the prices used are calculated from the quantity and 
value figures given in the monthly “‘Accounts relating to Trade and 
Navigation of the United Kingdom’. 

For this new series, weighted according to trade in 1950, the 
vear 1950 has also been chosen as base instead of 1947, which was 
the base used for recent series ; it is hoped that the use of 1950 = 100 
will also help to distinguish the price index numbers from the average 
value index numbers published each quarter based on 1947 = 100, 
but weighted according to the pattern of trade in the current quarter. 
Index numbers are now issued for 1949 and 1950 and for January and 
February 1951 ; those for later months of the year will be published 
as they become available. There is only a slight difference in the 
movement in prices during 1949 and 1950 shown in the new and the 
old series. In comparing the index of import prices with current 
market prices it should be remembered that there is inevitably a 
time-lag between movements in market prices and their reflection 
in the prices of goods arriving in this country.

The index number of import prices rose by 5 per cent. in January 
compared with December and the figure for February (125, 
1950 = 100) showed a further increase of 6 per cent. Increased 
prices of raw materials were mainly responsible for the rise and the 
index number for raw materials in February was 49 per cent. above 
the average for 1950, compared with rises of 6 per cent. for the 
food, drink and tobacco class, and 14 per cent. for manufactured 
goods. 

Taking the movement from January 1950 to February 1951, the 
increase of 37 per cent. in the index of import prices has also been 


due largely to the raw materials component, which rose by no less 
than 75 per cent. Up to September the increase in the total index 
was fairly small, but from October onwards the rate of increase in 
both this and the raw materials index became much steeper. Until 
October the upward trend of the raw materials index was mainly 
due to rising prices of a few raw materials, notably wool and rubber, 
but after that the rise in prices has been a general one, the increase 
between December and February in particular being attributable to 
higher prices for nearly all commodities. 


The index for food, drink and tobacco rose very gradually up 
to June, fell slightly during the next few months due to seasonal 
factors, then increased by 6 per cent. between September and 
February. Manufactured goods showed a 12 per cent. increase 
over the last six months due mainly to higher prices for non-ferrous 
metals. 


Export Prices 


The following table shows price index numbers for total United 
Kingdom exports, for exports of manufactured goods, and for each 
of the main sub-divisions of manufactured goods. 


Prices of Exports 
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From January to October 1950 the rise in the price index for 
United Kingdom exports amounted to only 6 per cent., but since 
October the rise has averaged about two points a month, so that 
by February this year the index (109) was 14 per cent. higher than 
in January 1950. The index for textiles rose until May 1950 ; 
after that it was relatively stable until September, when the upward 
trend was resumed and amounted to 16 per cent. between then 
and February 1951. 


Export prices of metal goods and miscellaneous manufactures 
each showed a movement of only two points up to September, and 
since then the increases of 6 and 7 per cent. respectively have been 
much less steep than for textiles. 
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Changes in Export Licensing Control 


NDER AN Order® made by the Board of Trade, operating on 

and from March 31, 1951, export licences will be required for 

all destinations for oleic acid, tungsten carbide and cobalt metal 
powders and mixtures, kine-theodolites, and further types of armoured 
vehicles and components. 


Carbon and graphite in specified forms, further plastic material, 
certain siloxanes, germanium and its compounds, alloys containing 
20 per cent. of bismuth, drums and barrels made of corrosive resistant 
metal, tanks of sta‘nless steel. steel ball and roller bearings, under- 
water cutting electrodes, floating docks, heat exchangers of certain 
types, specified machinery and plant for water treatment, certain 
metal working tools, tyres of a cross section of 7 inches or more, 
some outboard and other types of internal combustion marine engines, 
marine propellers, specified items of electronic equipment, marine 
gyro-compasses, and hydrazine and its salts, will be subject to export 
licence for all destinations other than those specified in Part II of 
the Third Schedule. 


Rape seed oil, and swords and lances will be exempt from export 
licensing control. 


Details of these changes are given below :— 


(1) ADDITIONS FOR ALL DesTINATIONS :— 

In Group 3, in the item relating to fatty acids the words “ (other than 
oleic acid)” are deleted. 

In Group 6 (1), ‘“‘ Powders consisting wholly or mainly of mixtures of 
tungsten carbide and cobalt metal” is added. 

In Group 17, “ Kine-theodolites ” is added. 

The item relating to tanks, etc., is amended to read, “ Tanks, 
armoured cars and all other armoured vehicles and component parts 
thereof.”

(2) AppITIons FoR DesTINATIONS OTHER THAN THOSE SPECIFIED IN THE 

Tuirp SCHEDULE :— 

In Group 5, ‘‘ Carbon derived from petroleum coke in the form of rods and 
electrodes (whether baked or not) of which the cross-section is 2 inches 
or more in any direction, blocks, bricks and plates ; scrap of such 
carbon” is added. 

The item relating to graphite is deleted and the following sub- 
stituted :— 

** Graphite, natural or artificial, in the form of rods and electrodes

Under the heading relating to plastics, the item ‘ Polymethyl- 
methacrylates ”’ is added. 

The heading relating to siloxanes and the items thereunder are 
deleted, and the following substituted :— 

** Siloxanes, whether polymerised or not, and preparations thereof, 
of the following descriptions :— 

Silicone rubber. 
Silicone high vacuum grease.

In Group 6 (4), a head note as in 6 (3) is inserted. 

The following items are added :— 

“ Ball and roller bearings of steel or alloy steel, and parts thereof. 

Electrodes (other than carbon electrodes) for under-water cutting. 

Floating docks. 

Heat exchangers (tubular) and component parts thereof for industrial 
processes. 


Machinery and plant for the treatment of water for industrial 
purposes or for the treatment of drinking water, but not including 
filters or water softeners of a kind used for domestic purposes. 

Metal cutting and working tools, not incorporating diamonds, for 
machine operations :— 

(a) Broaching. 

(b) Tools and dies, and parts thereof, made of, or tipped with, 
cemented or sintered metallic carbides (hard metal). 

(c) Gear cutting. 

(d) Lapping and honing. 

(e) Forming roll sets for forging operations. 

The item “ Machines capable of automatically balancing and correct- 
ing metal parts dynamically ”’ is deleted and the following substituted: —

(3) ExEMPTIONS FROM LICENSING CONTROL. 

In Group 3, the item “ Rape seed oil” is added to the list of exemptions 
under the heading relating to oils. 

In Group 17, in the item “ Bayonets, swords and lances, and component 
parts thereof” the words “ swords and lances ” are deleted.

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New Form for Personal Export Scheme 


THE Commissioners of Customs and Excise wish to bring to 

the notice of traders concerned with the Personal Export Scheme 
the fact that a new Form P.T.40, issued by the Customs and Excise 
Department, is being introduced in place of the Form PX/1, issued 
by the Board of Trade. 

2. Except as described in paragraph 5 below, the new Form does 
not introduce any change in procedure on the part of traders. The 
new Form differs from the old one primarily in that the layout has 
been modified and provides more space for the goods purchased 
to be listed. It is hoped that this will enable registered purchase tax 
traders selling a number of articles to the same customer to make 
use of one Form instead of several. It will remain necessary for 
unregistered traders selling goods obtained from different registered 
suppliers to use a separate Form for each registered supplier. Where 
more than one Form has to be used, only one need be signed by the 
customer, as at present. 

3. The new Form is in two parts, A and B, both of which must be 
sent with the goods to the port or airport, under the same procedure 
as at present. After shipment of the goods has been certified Part A 
will be returned to the trader to support his claim for relief from 
purchase tax ; Part B will be retained by the Customs. 

4. For the time being, traders may obtain Form P.T.40 from 
the sources from which they have hitherto obtained Form PX/1 ; 
mamely the undermentioned Customs and Excise Offices :—

Exchange Control Concessions. 
As a concession, it has been decided to simplify the Exchange Control 


requirements as regards goods exported under this scheme. In 
future it will not be necessary to complete a Form C.D.3 when the 
value of the goods purchased by a visitor holding a passport issued 
by an overseas Government exceeds £100. It will be noted that the 
revised Exchange Control requirements, which are set out below, 
also incorporate certain relaxations affecting the Scheme which were 
separately published at the time they came into force :— 

(a) If the destination of the goods is such that the export is subject 
to Exchange Control the Customs will, unless sub-paragraph (b) below 
applies, accept Form P.T..40 in lieu of the Form C.D.3 usually required. 


(i) the customer’s passport is issued under the authority of the 
Government of Great Britain and Northern Ireland ; and 
(ii) the goods exceed £10 in value and are exported to a destina- 
tion other than: the British Commonwealth (except Canada) 
and Empire, British Mandated Territories, Protectorates and 
Protected States, Burma, Iceland, Iraq, the Irish Republic, 
Jordan, Denmark (including the Faroe Islands and Green- 
land), Norway, or Sweden ; 
a Form C.D.3 must be completed and lodged with the Customs at the 
port or airport. If, in such a case, payment for the goods is made 
in any manner not approved for the destination to which the goods 
are being sent the trader must first submit the Form C.D.3 through 
his own banker to the Bank of England for approval. 
Whilst the Form PX/1 remains in use, traders using it in lieu of 
Form P.T.40 may take advantage of the above concession, provided 
Part A.5 of the Form PX/1 is properly completed. 


Purchase Tax Announcements 


FTER CONSULTATION with the trade interests concerned, the 

Commissioners of Customs and Excise have agreed that, in future, 
food mixers designed for commercial or industrial use and having a 
capacity exceeding 6 Imperial quarts shall be regarded as not charge- 
able with Purchase T'ax, provided they are not advertised or otherwise 
held out as suitable for domestic use. 

Notice No. 78, at page 36, should be noted accordingly. 


Children’s “ Cut-out ” Books 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 
basis of the Purchase Tax charge on children’s “ cut-out’’ books 
which include figures, transfers or other matter designed to be re- 
moved from the book. In future, such books will be regarded as 
chargeable under Group 20 (a) of the Tax Schedule if they provide 
for the removal, whether wholly or partly, of more than half the 
number of pages (including covers). 

The existing charge on children’s cut-out sheets and transfer sheets 
remains unaffected. 

Notice No. 78, at page 47, should be noted accordingly.

IX accordance with the statements on the policy of import relaxations 
ade by the President of the Board of Trade in the House of 
Commons on September 29 and December 15, 1949, and by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (Sir Stafford Cripps) on July 11, 1950, 
the Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 433)

Further, with effect from April 3, 1951, the Open General Licence 
has been amended in respect of the items shown on the attached 
Schedule II. 

The Open General Licence relates to goods consigned from and 
originating in any of the permitted sources ; thus, goods consigned 
from one of the permitted countries and originating in another 
permitted country are covered, but not goods originating in any of 
the excepted countries even if consigned from one of the permitted 
countries. 

Wherever it is proposed to import from one country goods originat- 
ing in another, the Exchange Control Authorities should be consulted, 
through the medium of the importer’s bankers, before any commit- 
ments are entered into.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


TUESDAY MARCH 20 


Anglo-Portuguese Talks 


Asked for a statement about the recent Anglo-Portuguese talks 
held in London, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur 
Bottomley, replied that the discussions related to the likely pattern 
of Anglo- Portuguese trade in the current year. Both Governments 
were anxious to secure that the trade in goods which had been traditional, 
including goods which were essential to our respective economies, 
should be maintained so far as possible in spite of increasing difficulties 
presented by shortages, and there was a useful review of the whole 
position. A number of financial matters were also discussed, including 
the form of a new Monetary Agreement which would replace the 
current Agreement which expired next month. 


Exports of Copper, Brass and Zinc 


Mr. Bottomley gave the ew figures of United Kingdom exports

Paper Liner for Plaster Boards 


Mr. Bottomley said he was aware that the plasterboard industry, 
in common with other industries using paper and board, were having 
difficulty with supplies of liner, but not to the extent of causing a 
serious interruption in the housing programme. The liner manu- 
facturers were handicapped at present by the shortage of waste paper, 
supplies of which should improve shortly as a result of the national 
salvage campaign. Meanwhile they had been asked to maintain 
supplies of plasterboard liner at a level sufficient for the essential 
requirements of the housing programme. 


Import Duty on Asparagus 


Asked whether, with a view to protecting the home producer of 
asparagus, he would increase the import duty on asparagus from 
overseas countries, Mr. Bottomley replied that they were always 
prepared to consider applications for variations in the rates of import 
duties: in this case, the growers had already submitted such an 
application, and this was receiving consideration. 


Softwood for the Defence Programme 


It would not be in the national interest to divulge the quantity 
of softwood needed to carry out the defence programme, Mr. Bottom- 
ley said, but he had no reason to believe that supplies would not be 
adequate to meet the requirements of the Defence Programme for 
1951, 1952 and 1953. 


Report of the Monopoly Commission on Dental Goods 


Asked if he had decided to bring in any legislation following the 
Report of the Monopoly Commission on Dental Goods, Mr. Bottomley 
replied that it had been decided that the appropriate legislative action 
on this report was to lay before Parliament a draft Order under 
Section 10 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry 
and Control) Act, 1948. The draft Order was laid on Friday, March 16, 
by the Minister of Health. 


Production of Copper Fungicides 


The production of copper fungicides was being affected by shortage 
of materials, in particular sulphuric and hydrochloric acid, Mr. 
Bottomley said. It was expected, however, that reasonable quantities 
would be available for tea estates in 1951. 


Softwood from Canada 


Asked what quantity of softwood, suitable for housing, he expected 
to be imported from Canada during 1951, Mr. Bottomley replied 
that he could not give an exact forecast, but he expected the total 
1951 imports from Canada of softwood, including those suitable 
for housing, very considerably to exceed the pre-war average. 


WEDNESDAY MARCH 21 
Pyrites from Spain 


Spain had no crude sulphur available, but sulphur bearing ore in 
the form of pyrites was mined by the Rio Tinto Company, stated the 
Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. Hervey Rhodes. We were receiving 
from Spain sufficient pyrites to maintain in full production our 
sulphuric acid plants which were designed to operate on this material. 


Cost of Materials for Boot Repairs 


Mr. Bottomley said he was fully aware of the increased cost of 
leather and other materials used in boot repairing. These increases 
were mainly due to the world increase in the price of raw materials 
such as hides, where there had been a rise of more than 100 per cent. 
since last June. 


Exports of Sulphur 


Exports and re-exports of sulphur in the three months ending 
February 28, 1951, were 226 tons, and in the six months ending 
February, were 2,729 tons, it was stated. 

United Kingdom exports of sulphuric acid during the same periods 
were 864 tons and 2,106 tons respectively. 


Paper for Elections 


Mr. Bottomley stated that when the voluntary priority scheme for 
paper and boards was instituted three months ago, the necessity for 
making adequate supplies of paper available to all political parties 
for both national and local elections was impressed on the appropriate 
trade organizations, including the printers, and they had recently 
been reminded of the importance of this matter. 


Review of Law of Copyright 


The President was asked whether he could give an assurance that 
in the general review of the law of copyright which was to be under- 
taken at an early date, special attention would be paid to the desirability 
of legislation to prevent or deal with any abuse of the monopoly rights 
conferred upon owners of copyright by the law of the United Kingdom, 
in accordance with the reservation made by His Majesty’s Government 
in connection with the signature of the Brussels Convention of 1948. 

Mr. Bottomley replied he assumed the questioner referred to the 
declaration made by the United Kingdom Delegation to the Brussels 
Copyright Conference when Article 11 of the Brussels Convention 
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was adopted. The Article gave to authors of musical and dramatic 
works the exclusive privilege of authorizing the public performance 
of their works and the purpose of the declaration was to reserve the 
right of His Majesty’s Government to consider whether any change 
in the law relating to the exercise of this privilege was desirable. The 
President was prepared to include this question in the general review 
of the law of copyright which it was hoped could be begun at an 


early date. 
THURSDAY MARCH 22 

Exports of Rubber Tyres to China 

Asked what exports of rubber tyres to China he licensed in the 
three months before the outbreak of war in Korea and since that 
outbreak, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
replied that export licences were not at present required except for 
certain specialized types of rubber tyres for military vehicles and 
aircraft. No licences to export these types to China had been issued 
either in the three months before the outbreak of hostilities in Korea 
or since. 


Resale Price Maintenance 
The President said he expected to be able to make a statement on 
the subject of resale price maintenance fairly soon. 


Exports of Tinplate 

Asked what was the tonnage of tinplate due to be shipped to the 
Argentine under the agreement beginning July 1, last, and tied to 
clothing food imports; what was the tonnage of free imports; what 
were the shipments in each class to the latest convenient date and what 
were the shipments contemplated for the last quarter of the contract 
year, the President replied that 7,500 tons of tinplate were allocated 
to Argentina in each of the third and fourth quarters of 1950 and the 
first quarter of 1951. A total of 7,363 tons was allocated as “‘tied’’ 
tinplate in the fourth quarter of 1950 and the first quarter of 1951 : 
To this could be added some of the 7,500 tons allocated to Argentina 
in the third quarter of 1950 when arrangements were somewhat 
different. 4,500 tons of tinplate had been allocated for the second 
quarter of 1951; of this quantity 500 tons were “ tied.” 

Shipments of tinplate of all kinds to Argentina between July 1, 
1950, and February 28, 1951, the latest date for which figures had 
been published, amounted to 22,240 tons. 

In reply to other questions about tinplate the President said that 
exports of tinplate to Spain in 1950 were, in fact, lower than they 
had been in 1949. 

There was a traditional trade in tinplate with Egypt. Variations 
from year to year arose from a number of causes including increases 
in requirements and expectations of improved supply. 

Tinplate was exported to Commonwealth countries without re- 
Strictions as to its use. 


Manufacturers’ Maximum Prices 

Since October 1, 1950, the Board of Trade had made altogether 
80 Statutory Instruments increasing the maximum prices which 
manufacturers were permitted to charge for goods or services, the 
President stated. 


Exhibitors’ Film Quotas 

e President said that after consulting the Cinematograph Films 
Council, he did not propose to make any Order this year to amend 
the Cinematograph Films (Quota) Order. This meant that the 
prescribed quotas would remain at 30 per cent. for first feature films 
and 25 per cent. for supporting programmes for the 12 months period 


beginning October 1, 1951.

Torquay Conference * 

Asked to state when the Torquay Conference would end and when 
the results of the Conference would be published, the President 
replied that as was stated in a press notice issued by the Secretariat of 
the Conference at Torquay on March 15, arrangements had been made 
for the completion of the bilateral and of the multilateral stages of the 
negotiations so as to bring the Conference to a close on April 21. 
The results of the Conference were to remain secret until May 9 and 
on May 12 the full text of the Torquay concessions would be made 
public by the Secretariat at Geneva. 


Steel Distribution 


Asked whether in view of the present dislocation of steel supplies, 
he would introduce a system of rationed allocations to ensure that 
essential needs had priority, the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
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Ministry of Supply, Mr. John Freeman, said possible arrangements 
to ensure that essential needs for steel were met were at present being 
examined.

Uses of Zinc and Copper 


Asked if he would make arrangements for the supply of scarce 
metals for the silverware industry to enable Sheffield firms to complete 
their important orders for work for the Festival of Britain; and whether 
licences would be issued by his regional officers for this purpose, the 
President replied that until July 1 manufacturers were free to use 
stocks of partly fabricated copper and zinc, which he assumed were 
the scarce metals referred to. In view, however, of the serious 
scarcity of these metals, he could not give any general undertaking 
to try to divert supplies of metal to firms who had orders for the 
Festival of Britain. If, however, the questioner would let him have 
details of any cases he had in mind, he would have them looked into. 

The President was also asked whether he would issue licences to 
use zinc and copper .1 the manufacture of silverware for export to 
Eire on the same criteria as licences for export to sterling Common- 
wealth countries. He replied ‘‘ No, Sir.’’ Our export drive to 
sterling Commonwealth countries arose mainly from balance of 
payments considerations which did not apply in the case of the Irish 
Republic.

quality of cloth, the President stated. These prices were based on 
an examination of manufacturers’ costs and trading results by the 
Accountant Adviser to the Board of Trade and took into account 
subsequent increases in prices of the cloths from which the garments 
were made. Distributors’ margins on clothing and textiles were 
kept under review in the light of detailed information as to operating 
expenses. 


Supplies of Sulphur 


Asked what restrictions had been imposed on the purchase of 
sulphur to conserve dollar expenditure since devaluation, the President 
replied that at no time had there been any limitations. Dollars had 
| been available for import of sulphur without restriction both prior 
to and since devaluation of sterling. The only factors affecting 
supply had been the limits imposed by the United States on the 
amounts available for export. 

The President was asked two other questions about sulphur in 
relation to industry and gave the following replies :— 

4,180 tons of sulphur were used directly in tyre manufacture in 
| 1950. In addition, it was estimated that a further 14,000 tons of 
| sulphur were used for the domestic production of the rayon type 
| fabric supplied to the tyre industry in that year. All this sulphur 
| came from the United States. 

He regretted that our production of superphosphate had had to 
| be reduced owing to the cut in exports of sulphur from the United 
States. 

The President also stated that agreement had not yet been reached 
| with the Government of the United States on the allocation of sulphur, 
| and he would await decision on the representations which had been 
|made. Pending this, every effort would be directed to maintain 
supplies to essential industries, including supplies of sulphuric acid 
for the rayon industry, at as high a level as practicable.

Companies Registered in Scotland 


In 1949, 683 new companies were registered in Scotland with an 
aggregate nominal share capital of {8-2 million and 10 were registered 
without a share capital, the President said. 

The corresponding figures for 1950 were 623 companies with an 
aggregate share capital of £6-6 million and 4 without a share capital. 


Production of Nylon Yarn and Stockings 


Asked to what extent he estimated that difficulties in the supply of 
sulphur would lead to a decline in output of nylon yarn in the United 
| Kingdom; and whether he anticipated any diminution of supply of 
nylon stockings for the home market during the year 1951, the Presi- 
dent replied that nylon production depended directly on ‘the supply 
of nylon polymer. Sulphur and sulphuric acid were used for making 
some of the chemicals which went into the manufacture of nylon 
polymer, but the quantities were not large, and he understood that it 
was unlikely that production would have to be reduced owing to 
shortage of sulphur. As regards nylon stockings, he said in answer 
to a question on March 1 that he could see no prospect of increasing 
supplies further for some time to come, but he hoped that it would 
not be necessary to reduce supplies to the home market. 


Exports of Singles Rayon Filament Yarn 


Exports of singles rayon filament yarn in February were 1,987,000 
Ibs., the President said. The figure for January was 2,537,000 Ibs. 
(not 891,000 lbs. which he regretted having given in answer to a 
supplementary question on March 1). Exports in 1950 were 
24,439,000 Ibs.

Milk Products Trade 


HIS REPORT on the Milk Products Trade relates to establish- 

ments engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of butter, 
cheese, condensed milk, evaporated milk, dried milk, etc., including 
infant and invalid foods with a milk base, and in sterilizing (pasteur- 
izing), cooling and bottling milk, and which employed more than ten 
persons on the average during the year. Milk bottling by retailers 
who do not maintain a central bottling or pasteurizing depot is 
excluded. 

The gross output shown in Table I for 1937 and 1935 excludes 
the output of establishments wholly or mainly engaged in the pro- 
cessing and distribution of whole milk in those years. 

It is estimated that 97 per cent. of the total net output of these 
establishments for 1948 is covered by the returns which have been 
compiled for inclusion in this report. This trade corresponds to 
minimum list heading 154(/1) in the Standard Industrial Classification.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Filters for Air Supply to Internal Combustion Engines and 
Compressors (other than Aircraft) (B.S. 1701 : 1950) 


This British Standard has been prepared to deal with air filters 
for air supply to interna! combustion engines and compressors other 
than those used in aircraft. It applies to six types of filter as follows:— 

Dry medium Centrifugal (cyclone) 

V«scous Oil bath 

Inerua Combination of any of the foregoing. 

It is mainly a performance specification and deals with the testing 
of these types of filters and although no dimensions are specified, 
certain constructional requirements are included. It sets out the 
performance figures for air flow efficiency, pressure drop, dust- 
holding capacity and oil carry-over, and details the identification 
marking and servicing instructions. A section is also included which 
sets out the conditions and methods of the type test. 

The tests have been based on experience that was gained with 
filters used in military operations, and advantage has been taken of 


information gained through investigat‘ons on air filters used in air- 
craft operations. The test conditions are applicable to equipment 
used under normal conditions, but the specification for the test dust 
and its analysis is identical with that set out in Bricish Standard 
S.P. 20, “Panel type air filter elements for use in conjunction with 
internal combustion engines other than aircraft.’’ The standard 
also describes in an appendix a recommended method of reporting 
the test results.

Aluminium and Aluminium Alloy Sections 
(Revision of B.S. 1161:1951) 


This standard, which was first published in 1944, has now been 
extended to cover additional sizes of aluminium alloy sections and to 
include sections made for incorporation in designs, and most manu- 
facturers are in a position to supply almost the full range.

Determination of Titanium in Permanent Magnet 
Part 17. Determination of Chromium in Ferro- 
Chromium, Part 18. (B.S.1121: 1951, Parts 17 and 18) 


The British Standards Institution has recently published B.S. 1121, 
Part 17, ‘‘ Determination of titanium in permanent magnet alloys ”’ 
and Part 18, ‘‘ Determination of chromium in ferro-chromium.”’ 
Each part includes details of reagents required, procedure and 
calculations. 


Two methods are specified for the determination of titanium. 
Using the gravimetric finish, titanium is precipitated with cupferron 
from a solution of the alloy containing the iron in the ferrous cond'tion. 
After ignition and fusion, iron, copper and traces of nickel, cobalt, 
etc., are removed from an alkaline tartrate solution with hydrogen 
sulphide. Finally, titanium is again precipitated with cupferron, 
ignited to oxide and weighed. 


Using the absorptiometric finish, hydrogen peroxide is added to an 
oxidized solution of the alloy in a mixture of sulphuric and phosphoric 
acids. The light absorption of the yellow coloured pertitanic acid 
thus produced is measured and related to a calibration curve prep 
under the same conditions as the assay. 


The method for determ'ning chromium in ferro-chromium is by 
decomposition of the alloy by digestion with sulphuric acid, fuming 
with phosphoric acid, oxidation with silver nitrate/ammonium 
persulphate and titration with ferrous ammonium sulphate and 
standard dichromate using diphenylamine as an indicator. Price

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Sales Possibilities in Switzerland for United Kingdom Goods 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) at Berne. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will 
be pleased to answer any questions arising out of the article. 


WITZERLAND has been a member of the Furopean Payments 
Union since November 1950. As a result, Swiss import policy and 

procedure has undergone changes. On December 1, 1950, 
Switzerland revised her import procedure so that 40 per cent. of her 
imports on private account were made subject to import control and 
the subject of quotas in bilateral trade arrangements with other 
members of the European Payments Union. So far as the United 
Kingdom is concerned, the quotas established are such as to permit 
not only the maintenance of trade at the existing level but an expansion 
should additional sales prove to be commercially possible. 

In the post-war period the fact that the Swiss franc was a hard 
currency served as a deterrent to the purchase of Swiss goods by other 
countries: bilateral agreements between Switzerland and other 
countries usually provided for 


Government subjected 40 per cent. of Swiss import trade with member 
countries to regulation by quota. This system applies from March 1 
of this year, to United Kingdom exports to Switzerland of goods not 
yet liberalized by the Swiss Government. These non-liberalized 
items include many of the commodities of greatest importance in 
United Kingdom export trade to Switzerland :—woollen, cotton, silk 
and rayon textiles, under and outer clothing, hosiery, carpets and rugs, 
leather and leather goods, motor vehicles, motor cycles and bicycles, 
radio apparatus and toys, to mention only some of the outstanding 
items.

Thus, by 1950 the tonnage of United Kingdom exports had exceeded 
the pre-war tonnage. (The falling-off in exports of coal from 251,000 
tons in 1938 to 186,000 tons in 1950 was almost exactly balanced by 
increased exports of refined sugar, which rose from 38,800 tons in 1949 
to the exceptional figure of 104,400 tons in 1950.) The value of 
United Kingdom exports to Switzerland was four times greater in 
1950 than in 1938 and 14 million Swiss francs greater than the pre- 
viously best year (1948), despite the devaluation of September 1949. 
During the same period, Swiss exports to the United Kingdom did not 
fare so well, as the following table shows :—

Upon joining the European Payments Union the Swiss Government 
became entitled to benefit by the measures of liberalization taken by 
other member Governments, including the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment. In a number of countries, including the United Kingdom, 
certain important and traditional Swiss exports such as watches 
remained subject to quantitative restrictions. In order to be in a 
position to bargain for adequate markets for these goods, the Swiss 


categories uf goods, should the 
need arise, is not excluded. Thus, in principle, provision has been 
made for all commercially possible sales and in practice the benefits 
of the “‘ open door”’ policy have been preserved. In general the 
extension of the quota system by the Swiss Government should 
not be interpreted as implying an intention to reduce the volume of © 
imports but rather as a means of expanding, by negotiation, the volume ~ 
of exports. The Swiss Government are conscious of the anti- 
inflationary effect of a large volume of imports and are anxious that the 
level of stocks held by commerce and by consumers should remain 
high. 

United Kingdom exporters will not be directly concerned with the ~ 
mechanics of importing under the new conditions. Their clients or 
agents may be expected to attend to the necessary formalities. The — 
procedure for submitting applications and obtaining import licences, 7 
the grant of which within the quota limits is virtually automatic, is — 
well known in Switzerland and is extremely simple. There should be 
no delay in transacting business on this account. The lists of goods 
for which Swiss import licences are required were published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on December 23, 1950 (pages 1085-6), and on 
January 6, 1951 (page 36). 

In planning his approach to the Swiss market in the next twelve 
months, the exporter would do well to bear in mind that a considerable 
part of the extraordinary high imports since the middle of 1950 has 
consisted of foodstuffs and raw materials for stock-piling. Swiss 
industry has been required to lay in strategic reserves of the most 
important industrial raw materials and semi-manufactures and 
householders have been asked to lay in stocks to cover household 
requirements. For most classes of ccnsumer goods there is still an 
active demand The country is prosperous full employment has 
been maintained, wages show a tendency to increase and extraordinary 
defence expenditure is likely, despite proposed increases in taxation, 
to lead to an increase in the amount of money in the hands of the 
buying public. Nevertheless, there are signs that recent developments 
have already been discounted to some extent by traders and consumers 
alike, who over the past six months have been laying in considerable 
stocks of the more durable consumer goods. There may, therefore, 
be a tendency for demand for these classes of goods to fall off from the 
high levels recently recorded. It is as yet too early to say how soon 
the impact on industry of defence orders will result in a falling-off in 
domestic production of consumer goods. 

An indication of the trends which have prevailed in the recent past 
is afforded by the table on the next page, which shows the value of 
certain important categories of goods imported from the United King- 
dom in the first and in the second half of 1950. 

Statistics of imports from Germany of the same items have been 
inserted in the table below as an indication of the growing importance 
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of German competition. In view of this factor, and particularly if 
demand should begin to fall off, it is more than ever important to bear 
in mind that Switzerland offers a highly selective, quality- and price- 
conscious market. New entrants to the market should certainly 
pay a personal visit to study conditions on the spot and, in view of the 
possibility of rapid changes in market conditions, those already 
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established will probably find it well worth their while to maintain 
regular personal contact. The market is a comparatively small one 
(though purchasing power is greater than the size of the country would 
suggest), but it well repays individual attention because once an outlet 
has been created repeat sales over a long period may be expected, 
provided that standards of quality, price and delivery are maintained.

South African Special ‘List 


HE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Pretoria | 
has discussed with the Union Import Control Authorities difficulties 
which are being met by Union importers in having orders for piece- 


goods on the “ special list’ accepted by United Kingdom suppliers, 


due to the fact that no permits are available when such orders are | 


placed. 


The following clarification which has been agreed by the Union 
authorities concerned, is given for information :— 


United Kingdom exporters have, 
South Africa, become accustomed to the quota-permit system 
generally in force in the Union under import control and have 
therefore made a practice of asking for details of permits before 
confirming orders. It is pointed out, however, that there is no 
need for United Kingdom firms to ask for details of South African 
import permits before confirming orders for those textile piece-goods 
which were placed on the “ special list’? by Union Government 
Notice No. 346 of February 9, 1951 (see Board of Trade Journal 
on March 3, 1951, page 510). 


The “‘ special permits ’’ which are now required for the importation 
of piece-goods on the “ special list’’ can readily be obtained on 
application to the Union Directorate of Imports and Exports by 
submitting proof of confirmed orders. There is no quota or, indeed, 
any restrictive element about these special permits. They are, in 
effect, authorities to land goods and applications for such special 
permits are not more than registrations of imports so that the Union 
authorities may maintain a record of piece-goods going into South 
Africa. 


United Kingdom manufacturers may therefore rest assured, that 
unless and until there is any change in the present regulations 
governing the “ special list,’’ special permits will be issued, on 
demand, to importers for any textiles within the price ceilings laid 
down, for which firm orders have been accepted by suppliers.

Franco-Swiss Trade Agreement 


MIXED Franco-Swiss Commission, which met in Paris during 

February, agreed a number of supplementary quotas for goods 
to be exchanged under the current trade agreement which is operative 
until August 31, 1951. 

In the following paragraphs figures in brackets are in thousands of 
Swiss francs unless otherwise stated. The current exchange rate 
is 12-23 Swiss francs = £1. 

Six increases in quotas have been agreed for French exports to 
Switzerland. These are as follows: Cacao beans (3,000 tons); 
logs, other than Okoume (10,000 tons); spices 100 tons; gum arabic 
(300 tons); veneering (225 tons); plywood (75 tons). 

Increases in quotas and new quotas for Swiss exports to France 
include: Medicinal powdered milk (5,000); dyestuffs (2,500); 
matches (500); condensation products (powders for moulding pheno- 
plasts, glycerophthalic resins, synthetic glues and binding materials, 
resins for varnishes) (500); thermoplastic products of polymerisation 
polyvinyl chloride, acrylic resins) (1,100); pipe joints (1,000). 

Increases in quotas for Swiss exports to French North Africa 
include—medicinal milk (250); dessert apples and pears (300); pipe 
joints (175); mechanical and electrical equipment (1,500). 

Increases in quotas for Swiss exports to other French territories 
include : Fabrics, handkerchiefs and made up goods (335); mechanic- 
al machines and apparatus including surveying instruments (475).

Trade Agreement Between Indonesia 
and the Netherlands 


TRADE AGREEMENT between Indonesia and the Nether- 
lands, covering the period October 1, 1950, to September 30, 1951, 
was signed at the Hague last November. The Agreement envisages 
exports from the Netherlands to the value of 320 million florins c.i.f., 
and imports into the Netherlands of 435 million florins f.o.b. 
Exports from the Netherlands to Indonesia include textile piece- 
goods and other textile goods ; chemical and pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts ; metals and metal manufactures ; electrical machinery and 
apparatus ; medical, scientific and optical apparatus ; machinery ; 
combustion motors and parts ; bicycles and parts ; railway equip- 
ment ; ceramic products ; paper and paper products ; footwear ; 
various articles of rubber ; foodstuffs and agricultural products. 
Among Indonesian exports to Holland are raw tobacco ; hides and 
skins ; tin ; timber ; various foodstuffs and agricultural products.

Spain and Western Germany 


NOTICE was given in the Board of Trade Fotrnal on August 12, 
1950 (page 376) of the signature of a Trade Agreement between 
Western Germany and Spain, dated April 1, 1950. 

H.M. Representative in Madrid now reports that a Protocol to 
this Agreement was signed in Bonn on December 8, 1950, giving 
effect to decisions resulting from a survey, by a Mixed Commission, 
of trade between the two countries since the coming into force of the 
agreement signed on April 1, 1950 

Among other things, the German authorities have agreed to import 
immediately the envisaged quota for citrus fruit and to increase it 
by a further U.S. $1 million. Spain agreed to supply, as soon as 
possible, the agreed quota of iron ore. The Spanish delegation 
expressed a desire that Germany supply Spain with coke and coal 
at the rate of 10,000 tons and 20,000 tons respectively per month, but 
the German delegates, however, were unable to commit themselves 
to this owing to the present coal situation. In consequence no definite 
figures were provided for in the Agreement regarding the supply of 
these products. 
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United Kingdom and Fivland 


DISCUSSIONS about tradé between the United Kingdom and 
Finland, which have been proceeding recently, were concluded 
on March 22. The value of trade in both directions is likely to be 
higher in 1951 than in 1950. These discussions dealt particularly 
with the essential requirements of each country from the other. 

Increased import facilities for United Kingdom exports of manu- 
factured goods to Finland will be available. 


Import of Worked Granite from Finland, 1951 


The Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 431 
that they are prepared to receive applications for the importation of 
worked granite from Finland. 

Applications for licences to import such worked granite should be 
made on form ILB/A and sent to the Import Licensing Branch, 
Board of Trade, Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, 
not later than April 26, 1951. 

Applicants who were granted similar import licences during 1950 
must enclose with their applications a statement showing the c.i-f. 
value of granite imported against the licences. 

Applicants who did not hold licences to import in 1950, should 
submit with their applications evidence of firm offers from suppliers, 
€.g., pro-forma invoices. 

No assurance can be given that applications will be licensed in full. 


Spain and Australia 


THE Spanish Informacion Comercial Espanola of February 1, 1951, 
contains a report of an Exchange of Notes between Spain and Australia, 
dated December 15, 1950, which confirms the Minutes of the trade 
discussions held in Australia during September last. 

According to the arrangements then made, Australian import 
licences will only be needed for the following goods from the Spanish 
Monetary Area : flax seed and linseed oil, rice, tea, jute manufactures, 
tinplate and petroleum products (except mineral lubricating oils). 
In particular, Australia will grant licences for the import from Spain 
of 5,000 tons of jute manufactures on production of evidence that 
actual sales have been effected with Australian importers. 

On their side, the Spanish authorities have agreed to issue import 
licences for any Australian goods which may be similar to those being 
imported from the dollar area. 


Israel and Yugoslavia 


TRADE and Payments Agreements between Israel and Yugoslavia 
were signed on January 29, 1951, and are valid for one year from their 
dates of signature.

Sweden and India 


THE Swedish Ministry for Foreign Affairs has announced that the 
trade agreement between Sweden and India for 1950 has been extended 
for a further 12 months. 

The Swedes have confirmed that the Swedish free list applies to 
India. Swedish imports into India will be treated in the same way as 
imports from other soft currency countries.

Italy and Roumania 


TRADE and Payments Agreements were signed in Bucharest on 
November 25, 1950, by Italy and Roumania, and also a Protocol 
relating to the Customs treatment to be accorded by each country 
to the other. 

The Trade and Payments Agreements came into force from 
December 20, 1950, and are initially valid for one year, but may be 
renewed by tacit consent for further periods of one year and can be 
terminated at any time with three months’ notice by either party. 

The Trade Agreement provides for the exchange of goods between 
the two countries to a total value of £8 million approximately. 
Amongst the goods to be imported by Italy from Roumania are 
cattle, meat, poultry, fish, butter, eggs, dried vegetables, wheat and 
other cereals, animal feedingstuffs, petroleum coke, chemical products, 
timber and wood manufactures. Amongst items to be imported by 
Roumania from Italy are machinery, electrical apparatus and equip- 
ment, motor vehicles, bearings, internal combustion engines, tubes 
for water, steam, etc., hemp, cotton, woollen and artificial fibre yarns 
and manufactures, chemical products, fruit, cork and cork manufac- 
tures. 

The Protocol regulating Customs treatment is provisionally 
applied from December 20, 1950, and provides for Most-Favoured- 
Nation treatment to be granted by each country to the other.

Denmark and Hungary 


A COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT between Denmark and Hungary 
was signed in Copenhagen on February 10. The new Agreement, 
which comes into force as from the date of signature, covers the 
period March 1, 1951—February 29, 1952. 

The Agreement provides for the supply by Denmark of field and 
garden seeds, pork fats, penicillin, fatty acid, cryolite, radio parts 
and machinery. Hungary will supply fodder, feathers and down, 
chemicals, incandescent lamps, piece-goods of flax and hemp, photo- 
graphic paper, wall tiles, thermos flasks and sewing machines. 


Report on Scientific 
and Industrial Research 


HE REPORT of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 

Research for the year 1949-50 has been published as Cmd. 8169 
by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, 
price 4s. 6d. (by post, 4s. 11d.). The Report mentions nearly a 
thousand researches, completed or being studied from most industries 
and should prove of value as a work of reference on industrial research. 
As Sir Ben Lockspeiser, Secretary of the Department, has said, small 
improvements are more valuable at the present time than big advances 
and the Report shows how many of these small improvements are 
being made possible by research. 

Among the subjects dealt with are :— 

The use of colour in factories to remove eyestrain, improve 
conditions of work and increase production. 

Surveys of methods used in factories, such as layout, methods of 
work, transport, etc. 

Research to overcome the shortage of sulphur. 

Economy in time and the use of steel in steel framed buildings. 
(The use of welded rigid joints in steel frame buildings can save 
up to 20 per cent. of steel). 

Plating metals on aluminium. (There is a need in the food 
industry for a cheap and light-weight metal which will not corrode 
and can be soldered). 

Control of the clothes moth. (It has been found by the Pest 
Infestation Laboratory that all stages of the development of the 
common clothes moth, egg, larva, pupa and adult, are killed by a 
few hours exposure to a temperature of about 106°F. at a relative 
humidity of 70 per cent.). 

Strain on operatives in the hosiery industry.

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Indian Import 


HE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner at New Delhi 
has forwarded various notifications amending the Indian import 
licensing regulations as follows :— 


Extension of the period of validity and increase in 

the value of certain licences. 

1. It has been decided that all licences granted for the period 
January-June 1951 should, with certain exceptions, be doubled in 
value so as to cover requirements for July-December 1951. 

2. The following classes of licences will not be doubled in value :— 

(i) Capital Goods Licences. 

(ii) Heavy Electrical Plant Licences 

(iii) Licences issued to cover contracts placed by the D.G.I.S 

(iv) Licences issued to cover contracts placed by Government 
Railways. 

(v) Licences granted for the items specified in Schedule “A ” 
below. 

For those items specified in Schedule “ B”’ existing licences 
will be doubled in value and licence holders will be allowed to make 
arrangements for supply, but actual shipment of half the doubled 
value of the licence should take effect only in the second licensing 
period (i.e., July-December 1951). 

4. All other January-June 1951 licences will be doubled in value 
and their periods of validity extended by six months in accordance 
with the following procedure :— 

(a) in the case of licences already issued, whether under the Long 
Term Licensing Scheme or otherwise, the licence-holder should 
present the licence to the appropriate authority, together with a 
treasury receipt for the amount of application fee payable for 
the value of the import licence in question. The licence will 
be endorsed as valid for double the face-value, and as having its 
period of validity extended by six months ; 
in the case of applications already made, the applicants should 
await the issue of the necessary licences, and should then 
proceed as in (a) above ; 
in the case of applications made subsequent to March 13, the 
applicant will have the option of enclosing with his application 
a fee for double the amount normally payable in respect of the 
application, and should state in the covering letter or in the 
application form itself that he is applying for a double licence. 
If a licence is admissible to him, it will then be issued to him 
for the amount normally admissible under the regulations 
governing the issue of licences for January-June 1951, and 
valid for a period of shipment as laid down in those regulations. 
It will, however, be endorsed in a manner similar to that 
indicated in (a) above ; 
alternatively, if they so desire, applicants may put in their 
applications in the ordinary way and have the licences doubled 
at a later date in accordance with the procedure laid down in 
(a) above. 

In the case of licences granted to State Governments, Local 
Bodies, Educational Institutions and Port Trusts, etc., as well as to 
Actual Users in general the applications under this procedure will 
only be entertained from the original applicants, and firms who have 
obtained letters of authority for operating on such licences cannot 
make such requests of their own. 

6. The principles enunciated in the previous paragraph will also 
be applicable to items specified in Schedule “‘B”’ except that the 
conditions detailed in paragraph 3 above will be made clear on the 
licence. 

7. In all classes of goods where doubling of the face value of 
January-June 1951 licences is permissible, it is the intention to cover 
the country’s needs of the respective items for the whole of the 
calender year 1951 by the grant of import licences now. No further 
licences for July-December 1951 will, therefore, issue for these items 
except where Government feel after a review to be undertaken later 
in the year that a larger quantum of imports is necessary.

Special Tax on Cars

H.M. Representative in Lisbon now reports the publication on 
March 14, 1951, of a government order whereby the rates are sub- 
stantially lowered. The tax will in future be assessed as a percentage 
of the retail price, obtained by multiplying the price of the car in 
contos (1 conto equals 1,000 escudos) by 0-17, subject to a maximum 
of 14 per cent. of the retail price. 


Portuguese India 


Import Restrictions 


IT was announced in the Board of Trade Journal on February 10, 1951 
(page 339) that import licences were now required for goods imported 
into Portuguese India from any country other than the Republic of 
India. 

H.M. Representative in Bombay reports that this regulation has 
been superseded, and it is now understood that import licences are 
only required for merchandise imported from hard currency areas 
and only if the Banco Nacional Ultramarino is called upon to provide 
the necessary exchange.

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United States of America 
Exhibits at International Food Exposition 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of United States Treasury 
Decision 52665, approved February 8, 1951, which provides for 
duty-free importation into the United States of articles for exhibition 
at the International Food Exposition Incorporated, to be held at 
Chicago from June 9-15. 

Such articles may be sold during the Exposition, or within three 
months after its close, within the area of the Exposition, for con- 
sumption or use in the United States, with duties assessed on the 
appraised value of the articles at the time of sale. Articles for exhibi- 
tion are not subject to the general tariff law marking requirements 
at the time of importation into the United States, but must comply 
with the prescribed marking requirements at the time of sale if sold 
for consumption or use in the United States.

Amendment of Tariff Act of 1930 and the Internal Revenue 
Code 


THE Board of Trade have received a copy of United States Treasury 
Decision 52658, published February 1, 1951, which amends para- 
graph 207 of the Tariff Act of 1930 to include “‘ bauxite, calcined, 
when imported to be used in the manufacture of firebrick or other 
refractories, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, $1 per ton’’; and section 3424 (a) of the United 
States Internal Revenue Code is amended to provide for the exemption 
from the import tax of Engelmann spruce, entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after October 7, 
1950. 


Peru 


Relaxation of Import Taxes and Additional Charges on 
Mining Equipment 

ARTICLE 242 of the recently promulgated Mining Code in Peru 

states that machinery, equipment, supplies and materials for the 

specific use of the mining industry would be freed of all import 

taxes and additional charges. 

The Peruvian authorities have issued a Supreme Decree of 
February 16, 1951, which lays down how this provision is to be 
implemented. The Decree provides that recognized holders of 
exploration or exploitation concessions must make due application 
for a liberation of duties to the Ministry of Economics, supported by 
a certificate from the Directorate of Mining, prior to the import 
of the goods in question. In the case of items included in List ‘‘A’’ 
(mining machinery, locomotives, goods waggons, chemicals, special 
clothing, etc.), liberation of duties will automatically be granted, 
but with items under List “‘ B’’ (lubricating oils, metals, special 
lamps, cranes, machine tools, copper wires and cables, insulators, 
etc.), the applicant will have to satisfy the authorities that the goods 
are intended for use in the mining industry. Goods will be freed 
of import duties and of consolidated additional charges, with the 
exception of that element of the consolidated additional charges which 
represents consular duties (5-833 per cent. on the c.i.f. value), and 
with the exception of the ad valorem tax on imports which is allotted 
to the Ministry of Marine. 

The Decree also provides that other goods which arrive along 
with goods on which liberation has been granted will be allowed 
into the country, if properly documented, after payment of the 
appropriate duties. Provision is also made that in clearing liberated 
goods the 5 per cent. margin of tolerance normally granted under the 
Customs Regulations will be increased to 10 per cent. A record will 
be kept of all goods admitted into the country under this arrangement 
and concessionaries will be liable to account for the use which has 
been made of the goods in question. They are forbidden to dispose 
of such goods except to other concessionaries, unless they obtain 
prior authority from the Directorate of Mining and repay the liberated 
duties.

Rebate of Duty for Manufacturing Purposes 


GOVERNMENT NOTICE No. 600, published in the Union of 
South Africa Government Gazette on March 16, 1951, provides for 
a rebate of duty to the extent of the intermediate duty on the articles 
referred to when imported or taken out of bond by registered manu- 
facturers for use in the specified industry :-— 
(36) Textile industry. 
(a) Yarns, other than woollen or worsted, for use in the manu- 
facture of woven fabrics.

(c) Yarns and rubber thread (covered or uncovered) for use in 
the manufacture of banding, bindings, braid, elastic, labels, 
ribbon, tabs, tape, webbing, and similar narrow loom fabrics. 


Colombia 
Liberalization of Trade 


IT has been reported by cable from Bogota that a Decree published 
on March 21 fixes the rate of the Colombian peso at 2-50 to the 
United States dollar, with the possibility of occasional limited 
variation in the rate. 

The import and export licensing system is abolished and international 
trade freed except for a long list of prohibited imports. 

Details of the prohibited list are awaited, and these and other 
particulars of the changes will be published as soon as information 
is received from Bogota.
